PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

AN ORDINANCE TO ESTABLISH 
A COOK COUNTY CIRCUIT BREAKER PROGRAM 

WHEREAS, there is an over reliance on real estate property tax as a means of revenue generation in 
Cook County and the State of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, families in Cook County are overburdened with high real estate property taxes in a time 
when national and local economic conditions have deteriorated, and incomes are uncertain; and 

WHEREAS, low and moderate income homeowners, as well as homeowners who lose part or all of their 
income, can quickly become overburdened by real estate property taxes if levies or home values rapidly 
increase and annual assessment adjustments to reflect declining market conditions are not possible; and 

WHEREAS, for all homeowners except seniors with very low incomes, real estate property taxes are 
unrelated to a property owner’s ability to pay; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Circuit Breaker Program does not adequately address the needs of Cook County 
Homeowners; and 

WHEREAS, a Cook County Property Tax Circuit Breaker would prevent real estate property taxes from 
overloading a family’s budget by limiting the real estate property tax to five percent (5%) of a family’s 
income up to a maximum benefit of $700; and

WHEREAS, for municipalities with real estate property tax rates below one hundred fifty percent 
(150%) of the median Cook County real estate property tax rate, the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners desires such municipalities to join in its efforts to ensure that families residing in such 
municipalities are not overburdened by real estate property taxes by giving these municipalities the option 
to contribute to a circuit breaker fund and provide their residents real estate property tax relief; and 

WHEREAS, for municipalities with tax rates at or above one hundred fifty percent (150%) of the median 
Cook County real property estate tax rate, the Board of Commissioners recognizes the inability of such 
municipalities to contribute to a circuit breaker fund and desires to provide the residents of such 
municipalities real estate property tax relief without contribution from such municipalities; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners desires to enact a Cook County Circuit Breaker 
program to provide real estate property tax relief to low and moderate income households in Cook 
County. 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 74, Article II, Division 1 
Section 74-45, of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

DIVISION 1. GENERALLY 

Sec. 74-45. COOK COUNTY CIRCUIT BREAKER PROGRAM 

(a) Definitions. The following terms used in this Ordinance shall have the meanings as set 
forth below: 

Administrator means the Cook County Assessor’s Office. 

Claimant means an individual who makes application to the Administrator for a Grant regarding a 
claim year under this Ordinance. 

Claim Year means the real estate property tax year for which Claimant seeks a Grant. 

Class 2 Real Property means residential properties as defined in Section 74-63(2) of the Cook 
County Code of Ordinances. 

County means the County of Cook. 

Non-contributing Municipality means any municipality in the County containing real estate 
having a real estate tax rate at or above one hundred fifty percent (150%) of the Median County Property 
Tax Rate in the claim year and has elected to participate in the Program through ordinance enacted after 
the effective date of this Ordinance. 

Fund means those monies collected from the State, County and Participating Municipalities and 
held by the County for distribution to eligible Claimants pursuant to the Ordinance. 

Grant means an amount of money representing a reduction to a qualifying residence’s real estate 
property taxes for a given claim year, as determined under this Ordinance. 

Household means a claimant, the spouse of the claimant, and all persons using the qualifying 
residence as their principal place of residence during the claim year. 

Household Income means the aggregate annual income of the members of the household in the 
claim year. 

Income has the same meaning as provided by Illinois Statute in Section 3.07 of the Senior 
Citizens and Disabled Persons Property Tax Relief and Pharmaceutical Assistance Act, 320 ILCS 
25/3.07, except that “income” does not include veteran's benefits.

Median County Property Tax Rate means the median real estate property tax rate calculated by 
using the cumulative real estate property tax rate for a particular municipality in Cook County for the 
claim year. 

Contributing Municipality means any municipality in the County containing real estate having a 
real estate property tax rate that is less than one hundred fifty percent (150%) of the Median County 
Property Tax Rate in the claim year and has elected to participate in the Program through ordinance 
enacted after the effective date of this Ordinance. 

Ordinance means the Cook County Circuit Breaker Program Ordinance. 

Participating Municipality means any Non-contributing Municipality or any Contributing 
Municipality. 

Program means the property tax relief provided for under this Ordinance. 

Property Taxes Accrued means the ad valorem real estate property taxes extended against a 
residence payable or paid by a claimant for the claim year, excluding special assessments, back taxes, 
omitted assessments, interest, or service charges such as association or maintenance fees. “Property taxes 
accrued” shall be determined after accounting for the application of any and all statutory exemptions, 
abatements or other reductions as required by law. 

Qualifying Residence means Class 2 real property located in a Participating Municipality or 
located in unincorporated Cook County which is used and occupied as a principal place of residence by 
the Claimant on January 1 of and throughout the claim year. 

State means the State of Illinois. 

(b) Municipal Participation 

(1) A Non-contributing Municipality must provide to the Administrator a certified 
copy of the ordinance by which it elects to participate in the Program and the 
Administrator cannot authorize the County to make payment on any Grants 
regarding qualifying residences in a Non-contributing Municipality until such 
ordinance is provided. 

(2) A Contributing Municipality must provide to the Administrator a certified copy 
of the ordinance by which it elects to participate in the Program and the 
Administrator cannot authorize the County to make payment on any Grants 
regarding qualifying residences in a Contributing Municipality until such 
ordinance is provided. 

(c) Claimant Eligibility Qualifications 

(1) Beginning with real estate property tax year 2007 (payable in 2008), and for each 
tax year thereafter, the Administrator shall determine a claimant’s eligibility for a 
particular claim year based upon the following: 

a. In the claim year, the Claimant shall be a person residing in a qualifying 
residence; 

b. Claimant must be liable for payment of the real estate property taxes of 
the qualifying residence for the claim year; 

c. In the claim year, the Claimant must be the owner of record of the 
qualifying residence or have a legal or equitable interest in the property 
as evidenced by a written instrument, or Claimant must have a leasehold 
interest in the qualified residence as evidenced by a written instrument;

d. Claimant shall make a grant application to the Administrator, in a 
manner and form prescribed by the Administrator; and 

e. Claimant shall not be eligible for a grant regarding a claim year on a 
qualifying residence if: 1.) the Administrator has already approved a 
grant for the qualifying residence in that claim year; or 2.) the Claimant 
was approved for a grant regarding a different qualifying residence in 
that claim year. 


(d) Grant Amount 

(1) If the Administrator determines that a Claimant is eligible for a grant regarding a 
claim year on a qualifying residence, the amount of the Grant shall be the lesser 
of: 

a. $700.00; or 

b. the amount of the Property Taxes Accrued on the Qualifying Residence 
for the claim year that is greater than 5% of the Claimant’s household 
income. 

(e) Administration of the Cook C ounty Circuit Breaker 

(1) The Administrator shall have the authority to create and enforce rules it deems 
necessary to carry its responsibilities under this Ordinance. The Administrator 
may delegate any of its duties contained herein to a Participating Municipality. 

(2) The Administrator shall have the authority and discretion to determine the 
eligibility of a Claimant, the amount of the Grant, and the type of supporting 
documentation that a Claimant must provide including but not limited to affidavit 
and financial records in order to ensure that the tax savings resulting from the 
Grant are distributed only to qualifying Claimants. 

(3) The Administrator shall have the authority to direct the County to make payment 
to an eligible Claimant for a Grant in an amount authorized under this Ordinance. 

(4) The Administrator shall establish a date on which all grant applications for a 
particular claim year must be received by the Administrator and after which no 
application can be made. The Administrator shall establish a date upon which all 
applications shall be reviewed and a final determination is made as to: 1.) which 
Claimants shall be eligible to receive a Grant; and 2.) the Grant amount each 
eligible Claimant shall be authorized to receive. 

(5) The Administrator shall establish a date upon which a final determination must 
be transmitted to the County as to: 1.) which Claimants shall be eligible to 
receive a Grant; and 2.) the Grant amount each eligible Claimant shall be 
authorized to receive. Upon receipt of this transmission, the County shall make 
payment to Claimants determined to be eligible to receive a Grant in the amount 
authorized by the Administrator. 

(f) Funding of the Cook County Circuit Breaker 

(1) The County shall establish and maintain a Fund to finance Grants to Claimants 
that the Administrator has determined to be eligible for such relief. The County 
shall collect monies and distribute authorized Grants to eligible Claimants 
pursuant to this Ordinance. 

(2) The County and Contributing Municipalities shall provide sufficient monies to 
the County for the Fund in order to cover their requisite share of the cost of 
Grants regarding a claim year for qualifying residences.

(3) The Administrator shall determine the requisite share that Contributing 
Municipalities and the County will be required to provide to the Fund regarding 
grants authorized by the Administrator. 

(4) The County and Contributing Municipalities shall pay their requisite share into 
the Fund, if any, within 30 days after the Administrator transmits to the County 
the Administrator’s final determination regarding: 1.) which Claimants shall be 
eligible to receive a Grant; and 2.) the Grant amount each eligible Claimant shall 
be authorized to receive. 

(5) The County shall not make payment to any eligible Claimant for a grant amount 
authorized by the Administrator regarding a qualifying residence until the 
applicable Contributing Municipality and the County have paid their requisite 
share into the Fund regarding grants authorized by the Administrator.

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 46 Law Enforcement, 
Section 46-5 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 46-5. Women’s Justice Services Fund. 

The Comptroller shall create a special fund to be known as the “Women’s Justice Services Fund” 
which shall be subject to budget and appropriation for purposes related to operation of the rehabilitation 
programs provided by the Sheriffs Office Department of Women’s Justice Services, including mental 
health and substance abuse treatment services. Fines collected for violations under Sec. 58-167 of the 
Code, Public Morals Nuisance Violations, shall be accounted for and turned over not less than monthly to 
the Cook County Treasurer for deposit into such Fund. 

Effective Date: This Ordinance shall be effective upon adoption.

PUBLIC MORALS NUISANCE VIOLATIONS 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 58 Offenses and 
Miscellaneous Provisions, Section 58-167 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows:

ARTICLE IV. OFFENSES INVOLVING PUBLIC MORALS 
Sec. 58-167. Public Morals Nuisance Violations. 

(a) Short Title-Purpose. This section shall be known and may be cited as the Public Morals 
Nuisance Violation Ordinance. The intent of this ordinance is to abate the demand for prostitution by 
increasing fines for those individuals patronizing persons in prostitution. 

(b) Definitions. The following words, terms, and phrases, when used in this section, shall 
have the same meanings ascribed to them in this subsection, except where the context clearly indicates a 
different meaning. 

Prostitution. Any person who performs, offers or agrees to perform any act of sexual 
penetration as defined in this subsection for any money, property, token, object, or article or anything of 
value, or any touching or fondling of the sex organs of one person by another person, for any money, 
property, token, object, or article or anything of value, for the purpose of sexual arousal or gratification 
commits an act of prostitution. 

Soliciting of a Prostitute. Any person who performs any of the following acts commits 
the violation of soliciting for a prostitute: 

(1) Solicits another for the purpose of prostitution; or 

(2) Arranges to meet a prostitute, or offers to arrange a meeting with a prostitute. 

(3) Directs another to a place knowing such direction is for the purpose of 
prostitution. 

Pandering. Any person who performs any of the following acts for any money, property, token, 
object, or article or anything of value commits pandering: 

(1) Compels a person to become a prostitute; or 

(2) Arranges or offers to arrange a situation in which a person may practice 
prostitution. 

Pimping means any person who receives any money, property, token, object, or article or 
anything of value from a prostitute, not for lawful consideration, knowing it was earned in whole or in 
part from the practice of prostitution, commits pimping. 

Sexual Penetration means any contact, however slight, between the sex organ or anus of one 
person by an object, the sex organ, mouth or anus of another person, or any intrusion, however slight, of 
any part of the body of one person or of any animal or object into the sex organ or anus of another person, 
including but not limited to cunnilingus, fellatio or anal penetration. Evidence of emission of semen is 
not required to prove sexual penetration. 

Public place means any street, sidewalk, bridge, alley or alleyway, plaza, park, driveway, parking 
lot or transportation facility or the doorways and entrance ways to any building which fronts on any of the 
aforesaid places, or a motor vehicle in or on any such place, or any other public way, within Cook 
County. 

(c) Street solicitation for prostitution. 

(1) Any person who remains or wanders about in a public place and repeatedly 
beckons to, or repeatedly attempts to engage, passersby in conversation, or 
repeatedly interferes with the free passage of other persons, for the purpose of 
soliciting for a prostitute, shall be guilty of a violation of this subsection. 

(2) Any person who remains or wanders about in a public place and repeatedly 
beckons to, or repeatedly stops, or repeatedly attempts to stop, or repeatedly 
attempts to engage passersby in conversation, or repeatedly stops or attempts to 
stop motor vehicles, or repeatedly interferes with the free passage of other 
persons, for the purpose of pandering shall be guilty of a violation of this 
subsection.

ITEM #5 cont’d 

(3) Any person who responds to the beckoning of a prostitute in a public place by 
inquiring about, negotiating for, accepting an offer of prostitution, or by allowing 
another into his or her motor vehicle for purposes of inquiring about, negotiating 
for, accepting an offer of prostitution, shall be guilty of a violation of this 
subsection. The Sheriff shall make available to local newspapers, radio and 
television stations the names of all persons charged with violating this 
subsection. 

(4) Any person who engages in pimping as defined in this section, shall be guilty of 
a violation of this subsection. 

(d) Solicitation by Internet, electronic communication device or print media. Any person 
who utilizes a computer, phone, any electronic communication device or print media (including but not 
limited to answering ads and messages on commercial adult-themed websites or answering ads in all 
forms of print media) in the commission of any of the violations set forth in subsection (c) shall be guilty 
of a violation of this subsection. 

(e) Public Morals Nuisance Violations-Penalties. 

(1) Any person who violates any provision of subsections (c) and (d) of this Section 
shall be civilly liable for a public morals nuisance violation and shall be fined not 
less than $500.00 and not more than $1,000.00. In addition to payment of fines 
imposed under this subsection, a violator may be required to perform a minimum 
of 100 hours of community service in a program under the direction of the 
Sheriff. 

(2) Any violations of subsection (c) and (d) by a county licensee, including but not 
limited to liquor and roadhouse licensees, may be cause for suspension or 
revocation of such license. 

(3) Any motor vehicle that is used in violation of subsection (c) and (d) shall be 
subject to seizure and impoundment pursuant to Section 58-164. 

(4) Fines collected under this subsection shall be deposited in the Women’s Justice 
Services Fund established by County Ordinance and shall be used to fund 
rehabilitation services, including mental health and substance abuse treatment 
services, provided by and through the Sheriffs Office Department of Women’s 
Justice Services. 

(f) Administrative Adjudication. Any person issued a notice of violation by the Sheriff for 
violation of any provision of this Section may request an administrative hearing. 

(1) Notice 

(i) Before any administrative adjudication proceeding may be conducted, 
the parties shall be afforded notice in compliance with this section. 

(ii) Unless otherwise provided by law or rule, the issuer of a notice of 
violation or notice of hearing shall specify on the notice his or her name 
and department; where known, the name and address of the person or 
entity charged with the violation; the date, time and place of the 
violation; and the section of the code or departmental rule or regulation 
which was allegedly violated; and shall certify the correctness of the 
specified information by signing his or her name to the notice. A notice 
of hearing shall also include the date, time and location of the hearing 
and the penalties for failure to appear at the hearing. 

(iii) The County shall notify the violator, within ten days, by certified mail 
return receipt requested, that an administrative adjudication hearing will 
be conducted. The hearing shall be scheduled and held, unless continued 
by order of the administrative law officer, no later than 30 days after the 
date of the violation.

(g) Administrative hearings. 

(1) Any administrative adjudication proceeding conducted by the County shall afford 
the parties an opportunity for a hearing before an administrative law officer. 

(2) An attorney who appears on behalf of any person shall file with the 
administrative law officer a written appearance on a form provided for such 
purpose. 

(3) While the case for the County will not be presented by the administrative law 
officer; documentary evidence, however, including the notice of violation, which 
has been prepared by the Sheriff, may be presented at the hearing by the 
administrative law officer. 

(4) The administrative law officer may grant continuances only upon a finding of 
good cause. 

(5) All testimony shall be given under oath or affirmation. 

(6) The administrative law officer may permit witnesses to submit their testimony by 
affidavit. 

(7) The formal and technical rules of evidence shall not apply in the conduct of the 
hearing. Evidence, including hearsay, may be admitted only if it is of a type 
commonly relied upon by reasonably prudent persons in the conduct of their 
affairs. 

(8) No violation may be established except upon proof by a preponderance of the 
evidence; provided, however, that a violation notice, or a copy thereof, shall be 
prima facie evidence of the correctness of the facts specified therein. 

(9) Upon the timely request of any party to the proceeding, any person, who the 
administrative law officer determines may reasonably be expected to provide 
testimony which is material and which does not constitute a needless presentation 
of cumulative evidence, shall be made available for cross-examination prior to a 
final determination of liability. 

(10) The record of all hearings before an administrative law officer shall include: (i) a 
record of the testimony presented at the hearing, which may be made by tape 
recording or other appropriate means; (ii) all documents presented at the hearing; 
(iii) a copy of the notice of violation or notice of hearing; and (iv) a copy of the 
findings and decision of the administrative law officer. 

(11) Upon conclusion of a hearing, the administrative law officer shall issue a final 
determination of liability or no liability. Upon issuing a final determination of 
liability the administrative law officer may: (i) impose penalties and/or fines that 
are consistent with this Section or other applicable provisions of the County 
Code; (ii) issue orders that are consistent with applicable provisions of the 
County Code; and/or (iii) assess costs reasonably related to instituting the 
administrative adjudication proceeding; provided, however, that in no event shall 
the administrative law officer have the authority to impose a penalty of 
imprisonment or, except in cases to enforce the collection of any tax imposed and 
collected by the county, where this limitation shall not apply, impose a fine in 
excess of $5,000.00 exclusive of costs of enforcement or costs imposed to secure 
compliance with this Code. 

(12) In the issuance of a final determination of liability, an administrative law officer 
shall inform the violator of his or her right to seek judicial review of the final 
determination. 

(h) Compliance bond. In order to ensure that code violations are remedied or fines are paid 
in a timely manner, an administrative law officer, upon issuing a final determination of liability, may 
require a code violator to post with the County a compliance bond. Bonds shall be approved by the 
County Comptroller as to form and amount. 

(i) Hearing procedures not exclusive. The use of the administrative adjudication procedure 
for public morals nuisance violations shall not preclude the county from using other methods to enforce 
the provisions of section 58-167. 
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(j) Women’s Justice Services Fund. As set forth in County Ordinance, fines collected for 
violations of this Section shall be accounted for and turned over not less than monthly to the Cook County 
Treasurer. The Treasurer shall create and deposit all such fees in a special fund, the “ Women’s Justice 
Services Fund” which shall be subject to budget and appropriation for purposes related to operation of the 
rehabilitation programs provided by the Department of Women’s Justice Services. 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall be effective upon adoption.

JAIL INMATE MEDICAL CARE FEE ORDINANCE 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 46 Law Enforcement, 
Section 46-4 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

ARTICLE I. IN GENERAL 

Sec. 46-4. Jail Inmate Medical Care Fee 

(a) Definitions: For purposes of this section, the term inmate will refer to those individuals 
who are pre-trial detainees, convicted misdemeanants serving a sentence of incarceration in the Jail, and 
all other persons in the custody of the Sheriff. 

(b) Jail Inmate Medical Care Fee. Inmates who require medical care will be required to pay 
a medical care fee. The fee is $10.00 if the inmate is transported by the Sheriff to an outside medical 
facility for medical care. The fee is $5.00 if the inmate is transported by the Sheriff to Cermak Health 
Services for medical care. This fee will be deducted from the inmates’ Jail Trust or Commissary 
Account. Inmates will not be denied medical treatment based on inability to pay. The Sheriff shall 
promulgate reasonable rules and regulations for deduction of all fees from an inmate’s account. All fees 
collected by the Sheriff will be deposited in the Cook County General Self Insurance Fund. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 32 Fees, 
Section 32-1 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 32-1. Fee schedule.

WHEREAS, James C. Griggs, Jr. went to work for the City of Chicago, Commission on Youth Welfare 
and the Chicago Community Urban Opportunity in 1960, where he was responsible for providing 
managing a community center which provided hope to the disenfranchised, in 1968 he went to work at the 
University of Illinois/Chicago where he served as Director of the Educational Assistance Program (EAP) 
designed to increase minority enrollment, this program served as a model for other state universities to 
increase minority enrollment; and 

WHEREAS, James C. Griggs, Jr. became president of Malcolm X College in 1977 and remained until 
1987 where he solidified the partnerships with the medical complex on the near west side of Chicago and 
provided training for indigenous individuals in all medical professions, he retired from the City Colleges 
of Chicago in 1992 as an assistant to the Chancellor; and 

WHEREAS, James C. Griggs, Jr. departed this life on October 9, 2008 will be sorely missed but he will 
never be forgotten.

WHEREAS, public housing and Housing Choice Vouchers, sometimes the only resources available for 
needy families, are stretched thin by too little support from the federal government, leading to tens of 
thousands of families in Illinois being on the waiting list for either program; and

housing, further limiting the housing opportunity for low income families; and 

WHEREAS, the housing crisis has caused homeless service providers to serve more clients without the 
needed increase in funding support; and 

WHEREAS, the lack of affordable housing exposes women and children to violence; and 
WHEREAS, fully accessible affordable housing for people with disabilities is in short supply; and 


WHEREAS, a solution to the lack of affordable housing will require cooperation and coordination by 
neighborhood organizations, housing advocates, business leaders and all levels of government. 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does 
hereby declare November to be Affordable Housing Month; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners does hereby salute and 
thank the many grassroots organizations, non-profit housing professionals, financial institutions, and 
elected officials for their dedication to addressing this vital challenge and encourages them to continue to 
work towards the goal of every person in Cook County having access to affordable housing.

Construction). 

Per your request, I am providing a chronology of events surrounding the actions taken by the Office of 
Contract Compliance on the aforementioned contract, as well as a response to the correspondence 
submitted to the Cook County Board of Commissioners by Commissioner Elizabeth Doody Gorman 
during the board meeting on October 15, 2008.

After receipt of the bid, the Office of Contract Compliance followed its standard operating procedures as 
it does for all bids received from respondents to Cook County. During the review process, Contract 
Compliance makes every attempt to secure compliance with Cook County's Minority and Women Owned 
Business Enterprise participation goals and provides respondents with an opportunity to exercise good 
faith efforts in meeting the stated contract goals. The following is a synopsis of the Department's findings 
resulting from our comprehensive review: 

UTILIZATION PLAN 


Madison indicated the bid they submitted did not meet the “Specified Goals”, however, a note was 
included at the bottom of the Utilization Plan which stated, "see good faith efforts, we will continue to try 
to meet the goals." This response was not sufficient for this bid to be deemed responsive. The 
compliance section of the bid document defines good faith efforts for respondents must be exercised prior 
to bid submission, and supporting documentation must be included which validates the respondents 
actions taken for them to be deemed responsive. 

Madison’s Utilization Plan indicated the direct participation of ERA Valdivia ("Valdivia") as an MBE 
participant with the dollar amount of participation listed as $200,000.00 (7%) of the bid amount. 
Additionally, while the MBE/WBE Utilization Plan states that the Letter(s) of Certification must be 
attached to the bid, the Letter of Certification for Valdivia was not attached to the bid and was later faxed 
to this office and received on August 21, 2008 (See attached fax). 

This was the only vendor listed on the Utilization Plan submitted by Madison, and nowhere in the 
documentation did they request a reduction of MBE participation, with stated reasons as to why they were 
unable to meet the full 24% goal. 

Another area of deficiency in the Utilization Plan was surrounding the work to be performed by the MBE. 
The description of work for Valdivia was listed as “Carpentry, Demolition”. The bid document states “A 
Bidder may count only the participation of MBEs and WBEs for the scopes of work for which they are 
certified on or before the date of the bid submission”. The Certification Letter from the City of Chicago 
listed Valdivia as certified in the following areas: 

“Painting, Drywall and Sandblasting Contractor; Terrazzo, Tile Resign and Vinyl Flooring; Waterproof 
Membrane Systems Installation; Locker Installation.” Contract Compliance considered drywall 
installation as a form of carpentry work and accepted this vendor for the provision of this service. 
However, they were not certified to provide demolition services which meant that Madison would not 
have received MBE credit for these services and thus not meet the 7% participation as stated in the 
submitted Utilization Plan. Additionally, there were no other Minority/Women Owned Business 
Enterprises listed on the Utilization Plan. 

Overall the Utilization Plan did not sufficiently meet the M/WBE goals of Cook County Government and 
did not show proof that Madison exercised good faith efforts to meet the stated goals. 

LETTER OF INTENT 


The Letter of Intent between the Prime Contractor (Madison) and the MBE/WBE Subcontractor or 
Supplier (Valdivia) was submitted blank. The General Conditions, Section GC-52, Section II - Required 
Pre-Award Submittals reads as follows: To be responsive, A bidder shall either (1) meet the Project 
Specific MBE and WBE goals by submitting with the bid a Utilization Plan, supported by Letter(s) of 
Intent and Letter(s) of Certification....Failure to submit the documents in accordance with these 
requirements will cause the Bid to be considered non-responsive and shall be cause for the Bid to be 
rejected.

GOOD FAITH EFFORTS CHECKLIST 


Included in all Bid Packages is a Good Faith Efforts Checklist which is used as a guide for bidders to 
ensure that they have complied with all areas of the M/WBE compliance portion of the bid. Madison 
checked all items on the Good Faith Efforts Checklist and indicated for item number five (5) (“made 
efforts to assist interested MBEs and WBEs in obtaining bonding, lines of credit, or insurance as may be 
required for performance of the contract”), while it was checked as a good faith effort; it was “not 
applicable.” 

The Good Faith Efforts Contacts Log was submitted with the bid. However, Madison did not, at the time 
of the bid opening, provide any documentation supporting the purported contacts made in an effort to 
meet the M/WBE. 

There were three (3) Subcontractors listed on the Good Faith Efforts Log: 

• City Lights : Work solicited was for Electrical. The reason stated in the document as to why 
agreement was not reached was indicated as “not enough time to bid project.” The date of 
contact was listed on the document as July 7, 2008. 

• Kingdom Community : Work solicited was for Carpentry and Demolition. The reason stated in 
the document as to why agreement was not reached was indicated as “not enough time to bid 
project.” The date of contact was listed on the document as July 7, 2008. 

• S Mechanic : Work solicited was for HVAC. The reason stated in the document as to why 
agreement was not reached was indicated as “not interested.” The date of contact listed on the 
document was July 7, 2008. 

The Office of Contract Compliance contacted the subcontractors listed on the Contact Log to verify the 
reasons included in the document and the following was noted: 

Juan Candelaria of City Lights stated they were contacted too late to provide a bid. They were 
given two (2) days notice. 

John Abercrombie of Kingdom Community did not return call to Office of Contract Compliance. 

S Mechanic’s telephone was disconnected. As of today’s date the telephone number listed on the 
contact log remains disconnected. 

Note: While there were three (3) vendors listed as “Good Faith” there are forty seven (47) vendors listed 
in the County’s directory in the area of construction. 

The General Conditions Section GC - 52, Section II, bidder must notify MBEs and WBEs of 
subcontracting opportunities at least ten (10) business days before submission of the bid. The MBEs listed 
on this bid were notified eight (8) business days prior to bid opening, not ten (10) as stated in their letters 
(exhibit 2). 

On August 21, 2008, the Office of Contract Compliance received via fax, the signed Letter of Intent 
between Madison Construction and ERA Valdivia signed and notarized on July 15, 2008. This document 
which is to be included at the time of bid opening was received thirty four (34) days after the bid opening, 
(see attached letter) 

The Office of Contract Compliance’s procedure is not to communicate with bidders our findings until the 
Board has voted on the bid. The Office of Contract Compliance may determine a bidder is non- 
responsive, however; the Board of Commissioners have the authority to override this recommendation. 
Upon award of a contract, we will provide any bidder with reasons as to why their bid was non 
responsive.

On September 12, 2008, the Office of Contract Compliance having completed the analysis and 
investigation of the bid and all documentation received for Contract No. 07-53-562, sent a letter to the 
Purchasing Agent indicating Madison Construction as being non-responsive. 

Shortly thereafter, on September 17, 2008, Compliance Officer received a telephone call from Martin 
McCarthy, Director of Performance Contracting, Madison Construction, requesting a reason as to why 
they had been found non-responsive. When Mr. McCarthy was not satisfied with the answer he received, 
he proceeded to call the Compliance Administrator, requesting a written explanation as to why their bid 
was non-responsive. 

The explanation given to Mr. McCarthy was that this Office does not provide a letter to bidders until such 
time as a recommendation has been voted upon by the Board of Commissioners. 

On September 19, 2008, the Office of Contract Compliance received a letter from Mr. McCarthy of 
Madison Construction indicating they were now willing to meet or exceed the MBE/WBE participation 
goals. This communication was received after the bid opening, therefore, it could not be considered at 
that time, (see attached letter) 

On September 22, 2008, Commissioner Gorman’s Administrative Assistant telephoned our office to 
speak to the Administrator regarding the Madison file. She was told the Administrator was away from 
the office. 

As a result of the call from the Commissioner’s Office, Staff of the Office of Contract Compliance 
telephoned the Administrator about the request for information on Madison Construction and was 
directed to take the file and review it with Commissioner Gorman. When they arrived at Commissioner’s 
office, they were told she was not in. My staff however, reviewed the information in the file with 
Commissioner Gorman’s staff. 

On September 25, 2008, the Administrator telephoned Commissioner Gorman and asked if she had 
received the information the staff shared with her staff and whether or not the explanation answered her 
concerns. She stated she had received the information; however, she was not satisfied with the 
explanation. 

On October 15, 2008 at the Cook County Board Meeting, Commissioner Butler provided the 
Administrator with a copy of the letter Commissioner Gorman distributed to the County Board Members. 
The Administrator had no knowledge of the document prior to Commissioner Butler sharing it. 

After reviewing the letter submitted by Madison, it should be noted that attachments Exhibits 1 and 2 
which denotes the MBE bidders solicited and supporting letters documenting their good faith efforts, 
were received after the bid opening. Please note that they are dated September 24, 2008, well after the 
July 17, 2008 bid opening date. These documents were not a part of the bid as required by GC-52, II 
paragraph one. We do not concur with Madison's assertion that the Office of Contract Compliance did 
not confirm Madison's good faith efforts. As noted above, we made every attempt to do so with the 
information that was provided to us at the time of bid submission. 

Further, it should be noted that Contract Compliance did not state that Valdivia was not certified to do the 
work in the bid package. Our finding was and it was stated, “Valdivia was not certified in the area of 
Demolition” as listed on the Utilization Plan, and later listed on the Letter of Intent received thirty four 
(34) days late to this office. 

In conclusion, the Office of Contract Compliance followed standard operating procedures as it reviewed 
the bid response for the “build out of the pharmacy” within the Bureau of Health. It is my hope that this 
chronology answers any questions regarding the decision to deem Madison non-responsive. I would be 
happy to answer any additional questions that may arise.
